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COMMODORE JOHN CRITTENDEN WATSON. 

John Crittenden Watson is a Kentuckian, 56 years old. He served as Lieutenant 
in the Civil War, and took part in the bombardment and passage of Forts Jacksop 
and St. Philip and Chalmette batteries in 1862. He was on the vessel that ran the 
Vicksburg battles, and took part in the battle of Mobile Bay in 1864; when he was 
wounded by a fragment of a shell. He was promoted to Captain in 1877, and has 
d®ne duty in the European and Asiatic squadrons. 


CARRY THE WAR INTO SPAIN. 


WASHINGTON, June 27.—The war will be carried into Spain. 

Commodore John Crittenden Watson, who has been in command of the fleet 
blockading Havana, was to-day ordered to sail on the cruiser Newark to join 
Sampson off Santiago. From there he is ordered to take a squadron of first-class 
warships and proceed to the coast of Spain. 

Watson’s squadron will be composed of the following ships, and will be desig- 
nated as the Eastern Squadron: 

Flagship. Newark; battleships, lowa and Oregon; cruisers, Yosemite, Yankee 
and Dixie, and the colliers Scendia, Abarenda and Alexander. 

The flagship Newark is a 19-knotter, with 37 officers and 350 men. She has 12 
six-inch guns in her main battery and 16 in the secondary battery. 

The lowa, commanded by Robley D. Evans, is a first-class battleship, carrying 
four 12-inch, eight &-inch and six 4-inch guns in her main battery. She has 40 
officers and 444 men. 

The Oregon, Capt. Clark, whith made the voyage from San Fraficisco to Key 
West without the slightest accident to her machinery, is a battleship of the first 
type. She has the same armament as the lowa, with the exception that her four 


big guns are 13-inch. 
The Yosemite, Yankee arf Dixie are auxiliary cruisers, recently armed with 


batteries of four-inch and rapid-fire gv» "hey are all very speedy. 


MADRID, June 27.—The threat of the American Government to attack the 
Spanish coast has had no effect. <A third squadron is preparing for the defense of 
the coast. 

A member of the Cabinet, in an interview to-day, said: “Let them come. We 
will receive them as they deserve.” 

The Military Governor of Cadiz is mounting new guns and preparing additional 
defenses between Forts Rota and Candelaria, owing to rumors of a contemplated 


American invasion.

LANDS AT JURAGUA. 


JURAGUA, Sunday, June 26, by the Associated Press dispatch boat Dauntless, 
via Kingston, Jamaica, Monday, June 27, 9 a. m.—Gen. Calixto Garcia, with 3000 
Cuban insurgents from the mountains west of Santiago de Cuba, was landed here 
to-day. The Cuban troops were brought here on board the American transports. 
Fully 5000 insurgents. nearly the entire available fighting force of the insurgents in 
the southern part of Santiago Province, are now concentrated at or near Juragua. 
Three-fourths of them are armed with modern rifles and have abundant supplies of 
ammunition. The soldiers are ragged almost to nakedness. 

A conference between Major-General Shaiter and Gen. Garcia will be held to- 
morrow. The plan of co-operation of the American and Cuban armies has been 
agreed upon, not only in the Campaign ot Santiago, but the subsequent movement 
on Havana and Matanzas. ; :

He was caught by Chief of Police Kuhn 
of Alton Monday morning about seven 
miles from Alton, after a merce drive in a 
buggy in an effort to escape. Not until one 
barrel of a shotgun had been turned upon 
him did Haff give up to superior force. 

Karly Monday morning Haff's wife went 
to a livery stable and secured a horse and 
buggy. Advised of this move, Chief Kuhn 
followed in another rig with a loaded shot- 
gun by his side. 
the woman, keeping just far enough away 
to avoid recognition. 

Well out into the country, from a bush 
heap far ahead, the Chief saw a man leap 
to the roadside and enter the buggy. Sure 
now that he was on the right trail, the 
Chief whipped up his horse and then en- 
sued a wild race. Slowly but surely Chief 
Kuhn's wagon gained on the fleeing crim- 
inal, but Haff never gave up until his 
pene was winded and the Chief close upon 

m. 

Seeing that he was sure to be caught if 
he kept to the road Haff leaped from his 
buggy and started across the fields. For- 
tunately for Chief Kuhn harvest hands ina 
field near by appreciated the situation and 
joined in the pursuit. 

Haff had almost reached a bit of wood- 
land, and would in a few minues have in- 
creased his chances of eluding his pursuers, 
when Chief Kuhn fired upon him. The 
shot rattling about him took his courage 
away, and without waiting for the second 
barrel, Haff gave up, submitted to be 
bound, and was given a ride back to Alton 
in Chief Kuhn's buggy. He is now in jail, 
with little likelihood of making another es- 
cape,

Though Haff got away he was picked up 
by the City Marshal of Carrollton and 
Chief Kuhn of Alton went after him. A 
demand for $25 for his arrest caused a de'ay 
and while Chief Kuhn was at dinner Haff 
was allowed to go, much to the disgust of 
Chief Kuhr, who has since threatened to 
yrrosecute the City Marshal for malfeasance 
n office. 

When Haff was brought back to Alton 
Monday a huge throng followed him 
through the streets to the jail, where the 
ropes which bound him to Chief Kuhn's 
buggy were loosened, 

After Haff wae safely behind the bars, ha 
was questioned by Chief Kuhn. to whom he 
stated that he had given a Carroliton of- 
ficer $59 to let him go, and that was why 
the Alton officials met disappointment. 
Whether Haff told the truth or not has 
not been learned.

OF A WILL. 


Property of the Late Mrs. Charlotte 
Lay in Dispute—Decision Agains 
Henry Lay’s Heirs. 


Judge Hirzel of the S*. Louis County Cir- 
cult Court has dectied a difficult point of 
law in y° case of Aubrey L. Wisker and 
others, Rgal heirs of Henry C. Lay, against 
August Rische, to recover two tracts of 
land near the intersection of the Hanley 
and St. Charles Rock roads. The decision 
was in favor of the defendant, who was 
represented by C. C. Kidd and Sidney E. 
Davis. 

The property was part of the estate of 
Mrs. Charlotte Lay, who died in 1879. Mrs. 
Lay's wiil provided that the residue of her 
estate, after certain bequests had been car- 
ried out, should, with the consent of Henry 
C. Lay, another heir, be sold by the exe- 
cutor, George J. Davis. 

Henry C. Lay died jin 1880 without giving 
consent to the,sale of the property. Soon 
after his deat Executor Davis sold the 
property to William Rische, from whom it 
descended to August Rische. 

The heirs of Henry C. Lay sued for pos- 
session, claiming the death of Henry C. 
ay. without giving consent to the sale, 
invalidated the deed given By Executor 
Davis to Rische. They quoted the law, 
which technically seemed to support their 
contention, 

Judge Hirzel, after studying the case two 
months, agreed with Messrs. Kidd and 
Davis that the law didn’t apply to a power 
coupled with a trust. The concluding. para- 
graph of his decision is as follows: 

“Under these facts, as they appear, the 
court must hold that the donee 
of the power held the same coupled 
with a trust, and that this trust does not 
become extinct by the death of one of the 
consenting parties.’’ 

The property is worth $50,000, and the im- 
provements abowt $25,000.

Torrey was sitting in the rear of the last 
car, and was caugnt in a mass of crashing 
wood and glass, ‘but was thrown off the 
train, miraculously escaping. His head was 
yy and feet were injured, t not serious- 


y. 

The car in section 1 carrying Troop C 
suffered mést, telescoping with the one in 
the front. In this car two troopers, Will C. 
Wallace and Sam Johnson, both of Troop 
C, were killed. 

Gordon, the colored porter of the Pullman 
car Cranby, was taken out of the wreck 
of his car. Both of his legs were broken 
and he suffered serious internal injuries 


being taken out. 

Cornelius Lenihan and Henry 8S. Mapes, 
both of Troop C, were fatally injured. Leni- 
han was hurt internally and died soon after 
the accident. Mapes’ legs were cut off and 
his abdomen plerced. Mapes died to-day. 

Private Gimmer of Troop L was also fa- 
tally injured, and will certainly die.

Citizens carried the wounded to a large, 
cool storeroom, where all the ladies of the 
town attended them. Tyhe Methodist Church 
was also used as a hospital.

It was the frightful condition that pre- 
sented itself to the citizens who were hur- 
rying to the scene of accident, which 
occurred about 300 yards west of the Kansas 
City, Memphis & Birmingham Depot. The 
frightful cries of Sam Johnson will long be 
remembered. He was wedged in and could 
not be reached in time to save his life. 

The first section had stopped to take 
water and had just whistled to start on 
when the second section rounded the sharp 
curve just before the town is reached and 
dashed into it.

Watermelons are coming in freely for the 
season, but commission men complain that 
tne public is not taking hold of them. One 
dealer thought the tomato was holding the 
melon down until lower prices can be 
quoted than $16 per hundred at wholesale. 

Other produce and fruits show no marked 
change in supply or source. Cucumbers 
from Texas and Mississipp! are increasing 
in quantity, but home-grown are still some 
time off. 

Berries are plentiful, with the straw- 
berry, which is out of sight, excepted.

¢ for aa perfect an ambuscade as was ever 
formed in the brain of an Apache Indian 
and Lieutenant-Colone!l 


Roosevelt and this men waiked squarely 

‘. into it. For an hour end a half they held 
their ground under a perfect storm of bul- 
leta from the front and sides, and then 
Col. Wood at the right and Lieutenant- 
Colonel Roosevelt at the left, led a charge 
which turned the tide of ,battle and sent 
the enemy fiying over the hills toward 
Santiago. 

It ia now definitely known that 96 men 
on the American side were killed, while #0 
were wounded or are reported to be miss- 
ing. It is impossible to calculate the 
Spanish losses, but it is known that they 


were far heavier than those of the Ameri-

SPANIARDS POSTED ON A HILL. 


That the Spaniards were thoroughly post- 
ed as to the route to be taken by ‘he Amer- 
fcans in their movements towards Sevilla 
was shown by the careful preparations they 
had made. The main body of Spaniards 
was posted on a hill, on the heavily wooded 
slop of which had been erected two 
»D uses, flanked by irregular in‘trench- 
ments of stone and fallen trees. 

At the bottom of these hilla run two 
pouds, along which Lieutenant-Colonel 

yeevelt’'s men and eight troops of the Ist 
re h Cavalry, with a battery of four

lies, rough ahd narrow, and at places al- 
most impassable.

arge, Judging from the terrific and con- 
stant fire they poured in on the Americans. 

The fight was opened by the Ist and Ith 
Ca “ Under Gen, Young. A oree of 
B farde was known to be in the viciniy 
of La Quasina and early in the morning 
Lieut.-Col. Roosevelt's men etarted off up 
the precipitous bluff back of Siboney to at- 
tack the Spaniards on their right flank, 
Gen. Young at the same time taking the 
road at the foot of the hilk About two ani 

half miles out from Siboney some Cubaus, 

thiess and excited, rushed into camp 
with the announcement that the Spaniarde 
were but a littie way in front and were 
etrongly intrenched., Quickly the Hiotchkiss 
guns out in the front were brought to the 
rear, while a «trong scouting line was 
‘thrown out. Then, cautiously and tn sulénce, 


| 


the troops moved forward untill a bend in 
the road disclosed a hill where the Span- 
iards were located. The guns were again 
broug *t to the front and placed in posi- 
tion, while the men crouched down in the 
road, waiting impatiently to give Roose- 
velt'e men, who were toiling over the little 
trail along the crest of the ridge, time to 
get up. 


THE BATTLE BEGUN. 


At 7:30 a.m. General Young gave the com- 
mand to the men at the Hotchkiss guns to 
open fire. The command was the signal for 
a fight that for stubbornness has seldom 
been equaled. The instant the Hotchkiss 
guns were fired, the hillsides commanding 
the road gave forth volley after volley from 
the Mausers of the Spaniards. 

“Don't shoot until you see something to 
shoot at!’ yelled Gen. Young, and the men 
with set jawe and gleaming eyes, obeyed 
the order. Crawling along the road and pro- 
tecting themselves as much as possible 
from the fearful fire of the Spaniards, the 
troopers, some of them stripped to the 
walet, watched the base of the hill, and 
when any part of a Spaniard became vis- 
ible they fired. 

Never for an Instant did | falter. 

One husky warrior of the 10th sap ee’ & 
with a gagged wound in his thigh, coolly 
knelt behind a rock, loading and firing, and 
when told by one of his companions that 
he was wounded. laughed and said: O, 
that’s all right—that’s been there for some 
time.”’ 

In the meantime, away off to the left, 
could be heard the crack of the rifles of Col. 
Wood's men and the regular,deeper-toned 
volley firing of the Spanish. 

Over there the American losses were the 
greatest. Col. Wood's men, with an ad- 
vance evard well out in front and two Cu- 
ban guides before them, but apparently 
with no flankers, went squarely into the 
trap set for them by the Spaniards, and 
only the unfaltering courage of the men, 
in the face of a fire that would even make 
a veteran quail, prevented what might eas- 
ily have been a disaster. As it was, Troop 
L. the advance guard under the unfortu- 
nate Capt. Capron, was almost surrounded, 
and but for the reinforcement hurriedly 
sent forward every man would have been 
probably killed or wounded. 


EVERY MAN DID HIS DUTY. 


“There must have been nearly 1500 Span- 
lapis in front and to the sides of us,”’ said 
Lieutenant-Colonel Roosevelt to-day, when 
discussing the fight. “They held the ridges 
with rifle pits and machine guns and had a 
body of men In ambush in the thick Jungle 
at the sides of the road over which we 
were advancing. Our advance guard 
struck the men in ambush and drove them 
out. But they lost Capt. Capron, Lieut, 
Thomas and about 15 men killed or wound- 
ed. The Spanish firing was accurate—so 
accurate, indeed, that it surprised me, and 
their firing was fearfully heavy. 

“IT want to say a word for our own men,” 
continued Lieutenant-Colonel Roosevelt. 
“Every officer and man did his duty up to 
the handle. Not a man flinched.” 

From another officer who took a omi- 
nent pert in the fighting more details were 
obtained. 

“When the firing began,” sald he, “Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel Roosevelt took the right 
wing with Troops G and K, under Capts.

Liewellyn and Jenkins, and moved to the 
support of Capt. Capron, who was get'ing 
it hard. At the same tinie Col. Wood and 
Maj. Brodie took the left wing and ad- 
vanced in open order on the Spanish right 
wing. Maj. Brodie was wounded before the 
troops had advanced 10 yards. Col. Wood 
then took the right wing and shifted Col. 
Roosevelt to the left. 

“In the meantime the fire of the Span- 
lards had increased in volume, but notwith- 
standing this, an order for a general charge 
was given, and with a yell the men sprang 
forward. Col. Roosevelt, in front of his 
men, snatched a rifie and ammunition from 
a wounded soldier, and cheering and yelling 
with his men, led the advance. For a mo- 
ment the bullets were singing like a swarm 
of bees all around them, om every instant 


some poor fellow went down. On the right 
wing opt McClintock had his leg broken 
by a bullet from a machine gun, while four 
of his men went down. At the same time 
Capt. Luna of Troop F lost nine of his 
men. Then the reserves, Troops K and FE, 


were ordered up. Col. Wood, with the right 
wing, charged straight at a blockhouse 800 
yards away, and Col. Roosevelt, on the left, 
charged at the same time. Up the men 
went, yelling like fiends and never stopping 
to return the fire of the Spaniards, but 
keeping on with a grim determination to 
capture that blockhouse. 

“That charge was the end. When within 
500 yards of the coveted point the Spaniards 
broke and ran, and forthe first time we 
had the pleasure, which the Spaniards had 
been experiencing all through the engage- 
ment, of shooting with the enemy in sight.” 


DEEDS OF HEROISN. 


In the two hours’ fighting, during which 
the volunteers battled against their con- 
cealed enemy, enough deeds of heroism were 
done to fill a volume. One of the men. of 
Troop E, desperately wounded, was lying 
squarely between the lines of fire. Surgeon 
Church harried to his side, and with bullets 
pelting all around him, calmly dressed the 
man’s wounds, bandaged it and walked un- 
concernedly back, soon returning with two 
men and a litter. The wounded man was 
placed on the Ifter and brought into our 
lines. Another soldier of Troop L, conceal- 
ing himself as best he could behind a tree, 
(gave up his place to a wounded compan- 


ion, and a moment later was himself 
wounded. 
Sergt. Bell stood by the eide of Capt. 


Capron when the latter was mortally hit. 
He had seen that he was fighting against 
terrible odds, but he never flinched. ‘Give 
me our guna minute,” he said to the Ser- 
geant, and kneeling down he deliberately 
aimed and fired two shots in quick suc- 
cession. At each a Spaniard was seen to 
fall. Bell, in the meantime, had seized a 
dead comrade’s gun and knelt beside his 
Captain and fired steadily. 

When Capt. Capron fell he gave the 
Sergeant a parting message to his wife, 
and father, and bade the Sergeant good- 
by in a cheerful voice, and was then borne 
away dying. 

Sergt. Hamilton Fish, Jr., was the first 
man killed by the Spanish fire. He was 
near the head of the column as it turned 
from the wood road into the range of the 
Spanish ambuscade. He shot one Spaniard 
who was firing from the cover of a dense 
patch of underbrush. When a bullet 
struck his breast he sank at the foot of a 
tree with his back against it. Capt. Capron 
stood over him shooting, and others rallied 
arownd him, covering the wounded man. 
The ground this afternoon was thick with 
empty shells where Fish lay. 

He lived twenty minutes. He gave a 
small lady’s hunting case watch from his 
belt to a messmate as a last souvenir. 


GETTING THE NEWS OUT. 


The tidings of the _ § first land fight in 
which American soldiers took part in Cuba 
was quick to reach the camp at Juragua 
and to travel thence to Baiquiri, then to 
the cruisers and battleships and within a 
few hours to the land and sea forces at 
Guatanamo. The interest aroused by the 
fighting was very great, and the almost 
universal query was: “Did we win?" Great 
regret was expressed for those who fell. 
The wounded were being brought down 
the steep hillside to Juragua when the 
Wanda arrived in the roadstead. Already 
two regiments of the re-enforcing brigade 
were moving away over the hills, carrying 
their dog tents in a roll over their shoul- 
ders with their haversacks and canteens. 
The horses of the cavalry and artillery 
were only partially disembarked at Bai- 
quiri, six miles away yet three cavalry 
commands had pressed forward dismounted. 
instead of 


without artillery support, 
waiting for ai attack. 
The Wanda left Juragua at 4 in the af- 


ternoon with an accurate list of the dead 
and wounded, furnished by the Associated 
Press correspondent, who had just ar- 
rived from the scene of the fight, for 
Guantanamo, 40 miles away, to file a bul- 
letin over the cable at that point. Night 
was closing as the yacht entered the harbor. 
A run was made alongside the Marble- 
head. the flagship of Commander McCalla. 
“Flagship ahoy!"’ shouted the officer on 
the bridge. “Compliments of the Wanda. 
Serious engagement near Santiago. Request 
permission to cable accurate list of dead 
and wounded,” 

Three hundred jackies pressed to the 
side of the ship, peering at the yacht in 
silence until the officer of the deck had 


reported to Commander McCalla and had 
resumed his walk. 

“Did we win?” then came from the-sailor- 
men. When told that the Americans held 
the field and that the Spanish had re- 
treated a flerce cheer came over the water. 
Commander McCalla then took the prers 
men to his cabin and quickly read their 
short account of the battle, remarking 

rimly as he read: 

Spanish retreated, that’s 
Lis: of dead. Yes. men must be 
killed. Artillery not up. that’s bad. Ma- 
chine guns very effective against Spanish 
blockhouses. Scatters Spaniards like arnts.”’ 

After fixing his signature to the cable 
message, Commander McCalla said: 

“Good night, gentlemen; a safe voyage.”

Under Arrest. 


CAPTURED ONLY 
AFTER A HOT CHASE. 


IS SUSPECTED OF BEING AN 
ACCOMPLICE OF EX-CON- 
VICT WILCOX. 


POLICEMAN FIRED 
SEVERAL SHOTS AT HIM. 


Many Spurious Silver Dollars Found 
in the Neighborhood Where the 
Man From Peoria Was 
Caught. 


Harry Watson, 30 years old, and claim- 
ing Peoria, Ill., as his home, isin the Four 
Courts holdover, charged with passing 
counterfeit silver dollars. He was cap- 
tured early Monday morning near High 
and linden streets after an exciting chase, 
in which several shoots were fired. 

Policemen James O'Brien and Richard 
Bunting, who made the arrest, declare the 
prisoner has attempted to swindle a score 
of persons with his bogus coins. They also 
believe that Watson is an accomplice of 
W. L. Wilcox, alias James Williams, whose 
famous operations as a gold brick man and 


would-be mine-owner were exclusively de- 
tailed in the Sunday Post-Dispatch. 

Wilcox is now in custody of the Federal 
authorities, suspected of having victimized 
scores of gullible persons by misrepresenta- 
tion and fraud. He was arrested about 
two weeks ago by the Fourth District po- 
lice while palming off a gold “llar of 
short weight on a grocery keeper at Thir 
teenth and O'Fallon streets. 

He gave the name of James Williams. 
Subsequent investigation of the prisoner's 
record disclosed the fact that he was one 
of the most expert swindlers in the world. 

“About 4:30 o’clock this morning,”’ eays 
Patrolman Bunting, “we saw a man rush 
hurriedly from the Boulevard saloon at 7ll 
North High street. The barkeeper, Tony 
Spinkey, was in hot pursult. He called 
to us to catch the man. I took up the 
ae and warned Watson three times to 
ait. 

“Then I fired. I shouted to him again. He 
paid no heed, and I started to empty my 
revolver. I was gaining on him every min- 
ute, and seeing his chances were futile Wat- 
son finally surrendered. He had several 
counterfeit silver dollars tn his possession 
similar to the one he had passed on the sa- 
loonkeeper. 

“While I was putting the handcuffs on 
him he slipped two silver dollars from his 
pockets and threw them into the street. 

““After locking him up at the Fourth Dis- 
trict Station we learned from storekeepers 
in the neighborhood where Watson was ar- 
rested that he had tried to exchange his 
money in several places. 

“He applied at David Stritcha’s cigar 
etore, 1614 Franklin avenue, but didn’t have 
any success there. Next he tried to pass 
the spurious coin at Samuel Cherry’s lunch 
stand, High and Morgan streets. 

‘A little. girl was waiting on the cus- 
tomers and Watson handed her the money. 
She sounded it on the table and the hollow 
sound told her it was no good. 

“We are looking up a lst of other stores 
he visited and expect to find spurious sil- 
ver dollars by the wholesale, 

“At a saloon on Twelfth and Biddle 
streets, I understand, Watson attempted to 
pay for drinks with a %$% gold piece that 
was rejected. From this information I 
thought possibly he was a pal of Wilcox. 
He dresses fairly well and has good man- 
ners.”’ 

United States District Attorney Rozter 
{issued a warrant against Watson shortly 
after noon Monday. The _ preliminary 
hearing will take place before Federal 
Commissioner Gray.

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THE ONLY SAFE PLAN, 


To the question, what protection will eltizens have from 
ruinous taxation and the wiles of greedy contractors, specula- 
tors and spoilsmen under the unlimited taxing power and 
the dangerous methods of the charter amendments, their ad- 
vocates have but one answer—the law of the land and the 
courts. 

But every one knows how costly and slow litigation is and 
how easily taxpayers may be discouraged and their property 
eaten up in the process of litigation over tax bills bearing 
enormous interest. Every one knows how difficult it is to 
‘beat in court powerful combines with large means and strong 
pulls on municipal officials. Dishonest or careless inspectors 
would have it in their power to crush the taxpayers. 

Property holders would have against them the law which 
they themselves had embodied in the charter; they would 
have the chances of dishonesty in municipal officials—what 
these chances are they well know—and the potent influence of 
contractors and spoilsmen. 

There is only one safe plan for taxpayers: that ts to see 
that their rights and interests are thoroughly protected in the 
laws and never to admit into them dangerous and oppressive 
powers and methods. 

Defeat the charter amendments. 

The New York small boy is revelling in the luxury of the 
free baths. The St. Louis small boy is obliged to break the 
law, be chased by the policeman, and perhaps get drowned, 
bathing in quarry pools and the dangerous river. Baths such 
as those on the New York water front are cheap and easily 
erected.

GAVE WAY TO A’ WEAKNESS. 


On Previous Occasions His Family 
Were Compelled to Assure Him 


There Was No Danger. 


Crazed by fear during the electrical storm 
Sunday morning Adam Leonhardt, 68 years 
old, killed himself at his home, 1723 South 
Second street. 

Leonhardt was the owner of the tenement 
in which he lived. He kept a saloon in the 
first floor. For some time he had been sub- 
ject to moody spells, during which he spoke 
of suicide, but no one believed he was in 
earnest. 

His fear of storms was largely the out- 


lar effeqt which electrical disturbances al- 
ways hadi upon him. He would know in- 
stinctively when a storm was gathering. 
He seemed to fee] it in the flashes of pains 
which permeated him and he needed not 
the darkening room to tell him of an ap- 
proaching storm. 

ia family recognized this condition and 
were compelled at every shower to talk 
encouragingly and ayerpernetice= with 
him, as one would to a child He had to 
be reassured on every occasion, and told 
over and over again that there was no 
danger. 

Leonhardt was never a coward in any 
sense. Physically a brave man, his mind 
yielded to fear of the tempest, waich he 
could neither foresee nor contend against, 
Gradually it came to be a special terror to 
him. He recognized his weakness and was 
ashamed of it. But knowing his utter in- 
abilit e. get himself, he frequently de- 
clar emphatic bitterness that life 
under pe circumstances Wags not worth 
the living. 

The storm early Sunday morning, with 
its continuous play of quivering, blinding 
lightning and the deafnening crash of 
thunder, seemed to have a werful effect 
upon him, His wife noticed that he was 
nervous. 

At 8 o'clock the plastering in a room 
which leaked, fell with a crash which 
was heard above the storm, All the ten- 
ants rushed, much excited, to the room, 
fearing the house had been struck by 
lig htning, Lindhart was among them. 

easeured by the discovery of the cause 
of the noise, all the tenants went back to 
their rooms. But Leonhardt remained in 
the wrecked room. It seemed to fascinate 
him. The lightning flashed in upon its 
desolateness, revealing the old man stand- 
ing alone in the bare room, his face con- 
torted by an expression of fear. But the 
storm had fastened itself upon his weak- 
ened mind, so that the fear which impelled 
him to hide his head was overcome by the 
fascinating influence of the elements at 
war 

A long time he stood. Then, as though 
the lightning had entered his brain and 
seared tt into forgetfulness of all else save 
the mania for death which had taken pos- 
session of him, he walked like one in a 
dream to ager his revolver lay. 

ing, up, he walked to the open 
door. tandig in the full glare of the 
lightning which. had crazed him, the old 
man shot himself. He fell partly out of 
the door, his ghastly white face upturned 
to the flashing heavens. 

Thre William Reissig, a tenant, found 
him. His cries called the others, among 
them Mrs. Leonhardt and two grown chil- 
dren. Their grief was intense.

An Incident Illustrating the Necessity 
of Immediate Organization on the 
Part of the Opponents. 


Opportunities for the commission of fraud 
will be greater at the Charter amendments 
election July 12 than at any election held 
in St. Louis since the adoption of the Aus- 
tralian system of voting. This is so be- 
cause of the fact that the election is not 
preceded by a new registration and that 
there is really no law governing the pre- 
liminaries. 

Many thousands of voters have moved 
since the last. registration, held previous 
to the School Board election. By so do- 
ing they have disfranchised themselves. 
They cannot legally vote at this election, 

The administration managers of the 
Charter amendments campaign contend 
that as no opportunity was afforded these 
men to register again, they should not be 
debarred from casting their ballots and 
have openly declared their intention of 
forcing the acceptance of their votes. 

The Election Commissioners say that if 
any person who has disfranchised himself 
by moving is detected attempting to cast an 
illegal ballot, he will be arrested and pros- 
ecuted., 

The Commissioners, 
have no means of knowing who have 
moved. The poll lists do not show it. In 
an election which has been preceded by a 
registration the lists prepared by the Elec- 
tion Commissioners show exactly who is 
entitled to vote and who is not. In party 
elections a careful canvass is made by each 
party of the voters of the ward and the 
judges are prepared to challenge any one 
who attempts to vote illegally.

John A. Murphy of 114 South Sixteenth 
street, one of the judges of election, who 
is opposed to the amendments, has taken 
the pains to make an independent canvass 
of the precinct. He expected to find a 
great many voters had moved, but he was 
not prepared for the startling facts which 
his work developed. 
The lists furnished by the Election Com- 
missioners, prepared after the last regis- 
tration, show there are 28] men in the 
recinct who are entitled to vote. * Mr. 
Murphy's canvass shows that of these 194 
have moved since the registration, leaving 
only 87 who are entitled’to vote. 
The precinct is bounded by Fourteenth 
and Sixteenth streets, Market street and 
Clark avenue, 
“TIT made the canvass,”’ sald Mr. 
phy, “because I saw it was necessary to 
prevent fraud and because it seemed the 
opponents of the scheme were not going to 
organize and ‘attend to such important 
work. No secret is made of the intention 
to try to vote such of these men as are 
in favor of the scheme or can be induced

“T am convinced that there are as many 
who have moved in all the other down 
town precincts as in mine. There is the 
greatest need for a thorough organization 
of the people opposed to the amendments 
for the purpose of attending to all of this 
necessary work. If it is not done by or- 
ganization it should be done by individuals.

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THE STRUGGLE AFTER THE BOAT TURNED OVER. 


Dr. Louis Jacob, a dentist with an office 
at 710 Olive street, and his 19-year-old son 
Ruby Jacob, were drowned at Creve Coeur 
Lake Sunday afternoon, while out in a skiff 
with Francis A. Tillman, cashier of the 
Stickney Cigar Co., and Joseph Harrison. 

The accident occurred in plain view of 
thousands of people, who were at the lake 
taking part in the picnic of the Cagholic 
Knights of America. During the day there 
had been many boats on the lake, but about 
1 o'clock most of them came in on account 
of the rain. 

When the rain subsided Dr. Jacobs and 
his companions started out again to do 
some fishing. When the boat was well out 
from shore it was seen to tip over and 
throw its four occupants into the water. 
Before assistance could reach them Dr. 
Jacobs and his son were drowned and Mr. 
Tillman was unconscious from exhaustion. 


and most of the water extracted from him, 
but it was two hours before he was able to 
give any account of the affair. 

He said the party went out to fish, when 
young Jacob reached out for a pond lilly 
and upset the boat. While in the water ho 
says young Jacob got him about the neck 
and choked him, so that they both went to 
the bottom. His efforts to save young Ja- 
cob exhausted him so that he lost conscious- 
ness. 

Harrison says the accident was caused 
by Tillman “catching a crab” and by Dr. 
Jacob trying to grab the oar.

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Robert A. Hamilton Died From the Ef-; Henry Wehrman Bitten by a Rattle- 


fect of Cutting His Corns 
Too Closely. 


Robert A. Hamilton, superintendent of one 
of the departments of the Swift Packing 
Company, died Saturday, the 6lst anniver- 
sary of his birth, from blood poisoning. 
Over three months ago, Mr. Hamilton, 
while trimming a corn, accidentally cut 
into the flesh. He stopped the flow of blood 
and went to work. The wound pained him 


considerayle, causing hie to cut from his 
shoe a piece of leath®r to give relief. 
Through the hole thus made some salt 
water and other foreign substances came 
in contact with the wound, causing blood 
poisoning to set in. which developed into 
necrosis of the bone. 

Dr. Mudd amputated the toe, but as this 
did no good, later removed the leg at the 
knee. The operation took place at. St 
Luke's Hospital. The patient grew rapidly 
worse until relieved by death.
